Editor’s Corner 

In the Summer 2017 Edition, Mike Shutterly wrote an article, U.S. 
Coins Go to War (Part 1) that received comment from Bill Eckberg, 
who has found first-hand accounts of coin deliveries in 1815 / 1816. 
Michael Shutterly writes: “In my article U.S. Coins Go to War in the 
Summer 2017 issue of The Virginia Numismatist, I wrote that 
“Records indicate the Philadelphia Mint struck 465,500 cents in 
December 1815, probably using left-over 1814-dated dies to strike 
these coins.” This is the standard explanation given in every standard 
reference book for why there are no cents dated 1815, even though the 
Mint had copper planchets on hand to strike cents that year. It turns 
out that the “standard” is wrong. 

Bill Eckberg, Editor Emeritus of The Virginia Numismatist and an 
expert on these coins, has turned up conclusive evidence that the 
465,500 cents were not struck in 1815: they were coined beginning 
about January 15, 1816, and were delivered to the Treasurer in three 
installments in February 1816. His research confirms that these cents 
were dated 1814 and that we can identify them today as the Sheldon 
(S-295) variety. Bill Eckberg’s research is useful not only because it 
provides new corrective information on an important subject, but also 
because it points out how “received knowledge” in numismatics can be 
flat-out wrong (perhaps someone should write an article about that...) 
What we think we know is always subject to change, because new 
research (like Bill’s), new techniques, and new approaches to a subject 
can so easily turn everything around. As numismatists, we must 
always have open - but never empty - minds.”

Editor’s Introduction to The Virginia Halfpence: In American Coin 
Treasures and Hoards, Q. David Bowers, writes: “In February 1774 
the ship Virginia, under Captain Howard Esten, arrived at the York 
River with five long tons of new halfpence aboard, equivalent to about 
672,000 coins.” 

In The Early Coins of America, in 1875, Sylvester S. Crosby wrote: 
“...there is so much uncertainty as to whether, or not, these were 
authorized coins, that we...consider it altogether likely that they were 
an unauthorized issue. It seems probable that had there been a coin 
legally struck and issued for Virginia, Thomas Jefferson would have 
been cognizant of the fact; but he writes in 1782, (Jefferson’s Works, 
Vol 1, p. 136.) “In Virginia, coppers have never been in use.” From this 
it would appear, that whatever their origin, and not withstanding the 
considerable number of dies represented by them, their use in that State 
must have been very limited.” 

THE VIRGINIA HALFPENCE 

Roger A Moore MD 

In 1773, after a tumultuous century of denied requests by the Virginia 
colonists begging the British Crown to provide them copper coins, 
King George III finally approved a request from the Virginia Assembly 
to have 5 tons of copper minted at the Tower Mint on London into half 
penny coins for the Virginia colony. The story of this long road 
leading to the Virginia halfpence is fascinating, but the end result was 
that in 1775, the coins were available at the Williamsburg treasury for 
release into general circulation at the outbreak of hostilities. The 
American Revolution was fomenting and the first battle between 
British forces and Americans occurred just 50 days following the day 
Virginia halfpence became available to the public. The history of the 
development of the Virginia coinage is rich and well documented by 
contemporaneous records, which for Virginia numismatic enthusiasts 
will provide hours of interesting reading. 

As a numismatist in Virginia, should you add a Virginia halfpenny to 
your collection? The resounding answer is - yes!! 
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It has been pointed out by such illustrious numismatists as Eric P. 
Newman and Jim C. Spillman that the Virginia halfpence are the 
ONLY coin minted during the 1700’s that can be properly called a 
British/American COLONIAL COIN. No other coin was minted with 
official, royal approval by the British government, specifically targeted 
for circulation in its American colonies. So with that special 
distinction, a numismatist lacking a Virginia halfpenny has a 
significant hole in their collection, especially for those with a collection 
oriented toward early American history. 

Having established that a Virginia halfpenny should hold a special 
place in a every coin collection, the choice of which coin to add 
remains open. At this time there are 30 known varieties of Virginia 
halfpence but one of the great difficulties that has existed and has 
served as a blockade in collecting Virginia halfpence by variety is the 
small and difficult to discern differences between each variety. In 
addition, the available references for identification of varieties have 
images that are difficult to see and include a number of errors. The 
identification problem will be remedied in the near future, by 
publication of a book on Virginia halfpence, emphasizing attribution 
and variety identification.

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However, if one wants to collect Virginia halfpence by variety, a good 
starting point is to obtain one of each of the major varieties. Obverses 
are divided into two groups - those with a point or dot following 
GEORGIYS in the legend and those without.

Reverses are divided into three groups based on the number of harp 
stings - six, seven, or eight strings.

Of interest, most of the Virginia halfpence varieties can be obtained in 
uncirculated condition, but for the more budget conscious collector 
there are also large numbers of lower grade Virginia halfpence 
available in internet auctions. In addition, Virginia halfpence have 
been found by metal detectorists in most of the Mid-Atlantic States 
with the predominance of the findings in Virginia. So, if you do not 
want to buy one, you can find one!! Happy Hunting!!! 
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What Can We Add to A Virginia Half Penny?

We can take serious pride in numismatics of colonial Virginia, being 
the only British colony that can lay claim to our own halfpence coin, 
one that was issued with a royal “okay” prior to the Revolutionary War. 
“A Guide Book of United States Coins” edited by Ken Bressett (the 
Red Book) indicates that because the Colonel Cohen Hoard from the 
late 1800’s contained more than two thousand Virginia coppers, we 
have the only colonial issue that a person might be able to obtain in 
mint state at an affordable price. 

Editors Note: In American Coin Treasures and Hoards, Q. David 
Bowers, writes: “...possibly in the 1870s, Colonel Mendes Cohen 
of Baltimore acquired [a wooden keg with] over 2,200 bright, 
uncirculated specimens of the 1773 Virginia Halfpenny [put away 
circa 1775]... remaining nearly intact until 1929 when antiques 
and other items belonging to Bertha Cohen were auctioned in 
Baltimore...about 2,200 Virginia halfpennies were sold loosely 
and in bulk, and fetched a few cents each. 

Alas for me, the piece I have had for decades is not mint state, although 
it probably grades as extra fine. I’m glad to have it in my collection, 
and still make it a point to put it under a magnifying glass from time to 
time. But there is a problem with any “collection” of only one coin. 
It seems incomplete, like there simply ought to be more. Since I’m 
not the type that gravitates to varieties, I don’t really want to assemble a 
set of more and more Virginia half pennies by variety. And the price 
tag for the larger and much rarer piece, called the “Virginia Penny,” is 
out of my reach. So, what’s the copper collector to do? 

At first glance, it might seem that we could add any of the early United 
States half cent pieces to our Virginia half penny. But even a cursory 
appraisal of any price list shows that a person will have to part with at 
least a thousand dollars to land U.S. half cents dated before 1800, in 
grades of fine, or F-12. That strikes me as an expensive proposition. 
Okay, moving up, the new nation produced large cents in 1793, a 
couple of decades after the Virginia half penny. Once again though, 
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the prices for any 1793 cent today appear to be at least as expensive as 
a house payment. It looks as if both the pre-1800 half cents and cents 
of the U.S. suffer from the same disease as the pre-1800 silver and gold 
coinage of the young United States “super-expensiv-itis.” This makes 
me think I’ll have to go elsewhere. In a bit of irony, a great place to 
look when trying to add something relating to the Virginia half penny is 
back to the copper coins of Great Britain. For centuries, the word 
“penny” in Great Britain meant a small silver coin. Indeed, the 
traditional “£/s/d” tenns for British money of account meant: pound, 
shilling, pence. The “d” hearkened all the way back to the denarius of 
Rome, or at least of Roman Britain - the Roman copper, as it were. 
But in 1797 something amazing happened. Britain issued a copper 
penny with the proper penny’s worth of copper. A British penny of 
1797 can be very affordable, if we’re willing to add one with a small 
amount of wear on it. Uncirculated pieces with no nicks on their 
rather wide rims do cost somewhat more. But for $25 - $40, a person 
can land a very good looking British penny to any early copper 
collection. 

But wait, as the folks on late night TV seem to say all too often, there’s 
more. The same year that Britain came out with a large, copper cent, 
they produced an even larger copper two-pence piece. Sometimes 
called a “cartwheel,” these big coppers are impressive in just about any 
state of preservation. They are bigger than a U.S. silver dollar, 
roughly twice as thick, have an amazing heft in the hand, and once 
again, can be affordable if we are willing to go for a specimen that is 
less than mint state. Unblemished specimens with no nicks on the rim 
do tend to be costly, but that’s because these big guys were made to be 
working coins. Despite their size, they were part of the small change 
of a very big empire. 

So, while our Virginia half penny might be a stand-alone item, it isn’t 
too hard to make a trio by adding the first British large copper penny 
and its bigger sibling, the copper two pence. And from here? Well, 
it’s not too hard to expand this small group to include the British 
halfpence of 1773, numerous counterfeit halfpence, and token half 
pence of the era. The Georgian coin series grew throughout the late 
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18 th and early 19th centuries to became an impressive set with the 
passage of time. 

Going in another direction, but still expanding from our Virginia half 
penny, we might look at half cents and large cents of the United States, 
specifically at those minted after the year 1800. From that year until 
the demise of the half cent and the reduction of the large cent to the 
current smaller size in 1857, there are plenty of coppers from which to 
choose, and the prices drop from the insane levels we often see for 
early U.S. coins. 

A third option we might want to take, in adding to a solitary Virginia 
half penny might be any of the pre-Federal U.S. coppers. They are the 
products of state government during a fascinating time before we had a 
federal Mint up and running. Many of them were made in relatively 
small quantities. That may make them expensive today. As 
mentioned, I’ve had that one good-looking Virginia half penny in my 
collection for decades now, and yet it is still fun to admire, study, and 
learn about. It can also be the start for bigger collections of coppers, 
whether they are British regal, counterfeit, tokens, pre-Federal states 
coppers, or U.S. half cents.
